FRENCH POLITICS. 

No Great National Discontent Exists — No 
Signs of Opposition to the System. 

Ki:\v VouK, Feb. ~1. — A special cable 
dispatch to the Sun dated I'aris says: 
"The hour is drawing near when wo 
shall know whether or not there is any 
justification for the glqpiny fears that 
the revolutionary periocTlh France is to 
be re-opened. In sjjite of the grave 
niiiiors of plots and cunspir;icies ; in 
spite of certain signs of |)opular unrest ; 
in spite of the serious difliculties of the 
jiending jiolitical crisis; I am un- 
able to discover adequate cause for 
the belief which exists in certain 
quarters that the present constitution 
and government of France are nbout to 
be overthrown. I admit that President 
Faure's experiment in entrusting the 
executive government of the country to 
the lindicals and semi-Socialists is prov- 
ing moie dangerous than was antici- 
I)ated. I admit that these men and 
others are i)robal)ly preparing to defy 
the constitution ; that they are relying 
vaguely upon the ))Oiiiilar support of 
their rash course, and that there i.s a 
posBibility ot the success of the 
misi^rable secret jilots for <biving Presi- 
dent I'':iure from ollice; but all these 
Iieojile reckon without the new conser- 
vatism, the new reserve of the public 
oi)inion of France. There is no great 
iiationai discontent, no popular resent- 
ment against the senate, which the 
Radical leaders would like to fan into a

Michael Tapley, brother^ of J. Tapley 
jr., who recently committed suicide, 
made the folk)wing statement to a re- 
porter of the Winnipc'ji; Nor'Wester of 
the 15th inst. : " My brother is 32 years 
of age, and not by any means a weak- 
minded man. Domestic unhappiness 
drove him to desjieration. A number of 
vears ago he joined an association in 
Hamilton, Ont., which only adnutted 
young men and paid benefits upon mar- 
riage. He was in it on a five year policy 
of l&.OOO.

WESTMINSTER.

More Failures. 



Bank Clearings— Business Failures 
—Henry Clew's Latest Wall 
Street Circular, 



New York, Feb." 21. — Bradstreets 
says: " Trade advices from the Dom- 
inion of Canada are rather more favor- 
able, Montreal reporting the Volume of 
dry goods distributed as about equal to 
the corresponding total of a year ago, 
with the total in some lines heavierthan 
1 ist week. There are also fewer failures 
reported from the Dominion, there be- 
ing 68 against 70 a week ago, 48 in the 
corresponding week a year ago, 53 two 
years ago, and 38 in the like week in 
1!^H3. In the province of Ontario snow 
on the country roads restricts internal 
trade, while snow in New Brunswick 
stiinuliites lumbering. In Nova .Scotia 
the movement of merchandise is not 
large, but remittances are fair and com- 
munication with Prince lulward Islainl 
has been interrupted by storms." 

The total bank clearings at Winnipeg, 
Hamilton, Toronto, Montreal [ind liali- 
fax amount lo .f lH,5!l:i,000 f(jr this week, 
or nearly five per cent, more than a 
week ago, about twelve per cent, more 
t:ian in the same week last year, twenty 
per cent, more than in the correspond- 
ing week of 1894, and a trifle smaller 
than in the like period of 1803. The fol- 
lowing are the details; Montreal, $8,- 
1)18, 74:f, decrease 5.8 j)er cent. ; Toronto, 
$(i,81S,l(;;i, increase, 87.0 ; Halifax, $2,- 
i()|-i,5l!l, increase o.O; Winnipeg, .tiir!"),- 
r)8li, increase H.'j.'.l; Hamilton, .'fl)l'o,7-i;;, 
decrease 8.(1; total increase, UI.7 i)er 
cent. 

In his Wall Street circular dated New 
York, February 15, Henry Clewssays : — 
" In our advices of last week, we ex- 
pressed the ojiinion that, at that time, 
the full effect of the tr(!asui-y loan 
negotiations had not been felt on Wall 
street. Tlie course of biiainess during 
the [last week has confirmed that view. 
The eflect of the large speculative realiz- 
ings attendant on the consummation of 
the loan has more or less lingered ; biU, 
behind that, there has been a stronger 
undertone, a broader ^'isposition to buy, 
and a preponderant upward tendency 
in prices; confidence in the breadth 
and stability of the market." 

The circular continues: The loan 
having been accomplislieii with tlies(.' 
satisfactory results, a more solid basis is 
laid for Wall street operations for the 
remainder of the year The i)resent 
loan lests ujion more normal arrantje- 
moiits than that of February 1895. It 
involves none of the special regulation of 
the foreign exchanges that was connect- 
ed with the last negotiation, and conse- 
quently will be followed by none of the 
straightening-out that caused consid- 
erable exports ot gold last fall; 
and that i» one of the advan- 
tages attending the so-called 
"jiopular" method of borrowing. The 
great improvement of business that fol- 
lowed the negotiatiation of a year ago 
is fresh in the puldic recollection; and 
it seems reasonable to hope thai a sim- 
ilar result may succeed the operation 
just concluded. Upon tlie whole, the 
condition of trade's steadier now than 
it was at this stage of 1895. ' In most of 
the mai-kets there is a gradual gain ; but 
in some there is reason to regret the sud- 
den and large advance in wages that was 
made in the spring of last year.

A By-Law 

AuUiorizing tlio Corporation of the City 
of Victoria to Borrow tlie sum of 
$120,000 in antieipiition of the re- 
ciiipt of its lovenue for the year I89(>. 

Whereas by virtue of the "Municipal Act, 
189'J," and amending Acts, every Municipality 
may, under the conditions contained therein, 
oorrow from any person such sum of money, 
not exceeding an amount equal to tlie total 
amount of taxes upon land or real property, as 
shown by the revised assessment roll of the 
Municipality for the year 189S, and be(i.ring 
such rate of interest as may be requisite, to 
meet the current legal expenditure of thq Cor- 
poration which beoomos payable out of the 
uuaual revenue before the revenue for the year 
becomes payable by the taxpayers: 

And whereas the total amount of taxes upon 
land and Improvements or real property, as 
shown by the revised assessment roll of the 
Municipality of the City of Victoria for the year 

1895, was J'J.'J,519.0o: 

And whereas to meet the current legal ex- 
T>endltnrc of the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria for the year IS'JG payable ont of the annual 
revenue betoresueli revenue for such year be- 
comes payable by the taxpayers. It is requisite 
for the said Corporation to borrow a sum of 
money not exceeding 1120,000: 

Tlicrcfore the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the city of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows:— 

Sec. 1 It shall be lawttil for the Corporation 
ot the city of Victoria, by the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee thereof, to borrow upon th% 
credit of tlie saitl Corporation from any person 
or persons, firm or lirms, corporation or corpor- 
alions.wnomay bo willing to advance the same, 
the sum of f rju,000 in such amounts and at sneh 
times ns, subject as hereinafter provided, tlio 
same may, in the opinion ot the Mayor and the 
I'inanee Committee of the Coiiiioii, be required, 
bearing interest at a rate not exceeding live per 
centum per annum. 

Sec. 2. The money so borrowed shall be ex- 
pended In defraying the current legal expenses 
of the said Corporation for the year 18%, and 
slinll, together with the interest thereon, be re- 
jinyable and repaid to the lender or lenders 
thereof on or before the ;ilst day of December, 
ISUO, out of the muuicipal revenue for the said 
year. 

Sec. 3. The amount so borrowed, and interest 
the'eon, shall be a liability ot the said Corpor- 
ation payable out of the municipal revenue for 
the curieiit year, 1890, and the form of obliga- 
tion to be given ns an acknowledgment of 
such liability to the said lender or lenders 
shall be a promissory note or notes as the sums 
may be required, signed by the .Mayor and the 
I'liiiinee Comniiilce and the t:ierk of the said 
Corporation, ai.d bearing the seal of the said 
C'or|ioratiou, all of which notes shall be made 
jiayable on or before the :!lsl of December, IWHl, 
and a notice shall be written or printed on the 
back of the note to the cfTect that the liability 
of the said Corporation Incurred by said 
promissory note or notes shall bo a liability 
payable out of the municipal revenue for the 
year 1896. 

.See. 1. In the construction of this by-law the 
exinesHions "land" and "Improvements" and 
"real property "shall have, rcsjiectively, the 
meanings given to them in the " Municipal Act. 
1892," and amendments thereof. 

See. 6. This by-law may he cited as the " An- 
nual Loan By-law, 1886 "

Greit liash Anticipated So Sooa as 
President Clevelaud Gives 
ttie Word. 



(From the Bpokano Spokosmiin-Rovlew.) 
Tilo town of MarcuB, wliicli for the 
past half centmy lias been a struggling 
frontier tniding post, with less tiian 100 
iiihabitantij, ;it present numbers several 
liiuulred anxious men impatiently 
awaiting the opening of tlic Colville In- 
dian reservation to explore for tliu pre- 
cious metals tliat abound in tlie moun- 
tain fastnesses of that great region, that 
numbers almost as many acres as the 
State of Rhode Island. Marcus is the 
mecca of the prospector and niinin 
man, for it ia from this ]ioiiit 
that much of the travel diverges 
northward to northern Oolvillo reserva- 
tion and Boundary creelc, B. C, points. 

Within the past three nioiitlis tliere 
have been fully ~'00 ([uartz location no- 
tices filed for record in llio auditor's 
otHce at Colville, representing many 
claims located on tlie ceded portion of 
the Colville reserve. A fcM' of tliese 
claims are loi;ated in the vicinity of 
Norlhport, hut a vast inajiirity are in 
the rioli mineral region along Kettle 
river between Marcus and tlie interna- 
tional Ijoundary line. 

Tliere are notices of record claiming 
gold, silver, copjjer, cinnabar, iron, mica 
and coal, and many of tlie other minerals 
are represented. If oiie-lentli part of 
evidence vouclisafed by the mineral 
locations is true, tliere are untold 
millions of undeveloped wealth in sight. 

Mining men here believe that the ex- 
citement over the opening of tlie Col- 
ville reservation has hardly com meiicod. 
People are coming from all over the Htate 
in order te get in on the ground tloor. 
Many will no doubt be disappointed, and 
will have to take the secontl story or per- 
haps get still furtlier up. 

It is sai<l that a syndicate, of which \. 
R. Coleman, a well-known lawyer of 
Port Townsund, is at the head, has had 
prospectors out lor several months, and 
tliat tliey have made a number of loca- 
tions, of which Mr. Coleman is now go- 
ing to take formal possession. Tliere 
are understood to be three syndicates 
that have been operating in the same 
way, and that all of their discoveries 
have been Icicated and the locations tiled 
in the usual way. All these locations 
will now be made over again iu order to 
make sure. In cases where claims are 
jumped before they can be relocated the 
original locators will fight the jumpers 
in the courts on the ground of prior lo- 
cation. 

There are a nainbor of men on the 
ground who have made iirrangt'inents 
for receiving the news as ([nickly as jju 
sible after the signing of tlie bill. Every 
specie of river craft -aside from 8te:uii 
vessels — will be |)ressed into service. 
The coveted laud is covered with snow, 
so that prospecting for the present is 
almost out of the qaestion. Those who 
have discoveries already in view and know- 
where the ground is and what is in it 
will reap a reward. Many others will 
reap a whirlwind of disappointment, to 
say nothing of the hardships and distress 
that will follow in the wake of the rush. 
However, there are certainly some great 
mines over there, if any part of what is 
said ia the truth about them. 

Hundreds of men are continuing to 
arrive at .Marcus, together with tons of 
l)airgage, in the Hliape of grub boxes, 
rolls of blankets, packages of shovels, 
picks, hammers and other utensils too 
numerous to iiiontion. Many have 
come from the surrounding country, and 
the camp lires among the pine groves 
along tiie river for two miles, reminds 
one that an army is in camp. The 
liotcls and boarding houses are taxed to 
their fullness, ana extra accoramofla- 
tions of that character are not to be bad 
at any price. 

•'There have been some ricli discover- 
ies made on the reservation within the 
past three years." said a mining man. 
" I have seen rock from therefrom which 
a man could pound out $10 a day. It is 
useless for a man to go there unless he 
has already made a location. The snow 
is deeji and travelling will not he jiarti- 
eularly good. There ari' good jilacerdig- 
gings there, sol am told." 

Hossi.ANij, B. C, Feb. 20. - The tele- 
gram concerning mineral huul entry on 
the Colville reserve has been the m(!aiis 
of creating a genuine stampede from 
Ibis place for the reservation. Already 
at least 70 men, among them most ex- 
perienced prospectors in the ICootenay 
country, have crossed the line.

A Cireat Fortune for His Heirs of 
the Fourlh uiid Fifth 
Grencratlous. 



Several Victorians .Interested— How 
til 8 Money Came to Be 
Accumulated. 



In the year 1750, as already announc 
ed in a New York dospaloli, a lloUander 
named Jaspar Cronkhite in company 
with his two brothers Jacob and James, 
left his mitive city of .\instei-dain and 
went to another .Vnisterdam situate in 
the state of New York. Jaeob and 
.lames liked the new .Vms'lerdani, but 
.lasper liked tlie old one better; so he 
returned. He started a gin manufactur 
iug establishment and money flowed 
rapidly into his coffers until at 
length he had amassed a fortune 
imountiug to $12,000,000. He 
was unmarried and alone; and 
longing lor the society of his bro- 
thers, he wrote asking them to come 
back and share with him his wealth. 
It seems that they liked the new city, 
for they would not return, and .lasjiar 
was so incensed by tlieir refusal that ho 
made a resolution that lliey at least, 
should not derive any benelii from hia 
wealth; so on April (i, 17!l('>, he 
made a will leaving hiu immense 
fortuns to be divided aiiioiiij their heirs 
of the fourth and (iftli nenerati(jns, and 
)roviding that the will ia to bo read on 
April ti, of this year. When he died 
bis nionev was left with the government 
in trust for the heirs. The iiovernment 
in turn deposited the money in the Bank 
of lloU imi where it has been since. The 
$11', 000,000, however, has now by the 
addition of the interest been increased 
to $42,000,000. 

Mrs. Gilbert Post, nee Cronkhite, who 
resides on Fernwood Road, Spring 
Kidge, is one of the beneficiaries by this 
strange will, ller father who is at pres- 
ent living at Aiiislertlam, X.Y., is one 
ot the liftb generation of th.e 'Jronkhites. 
He is seventy years of age. i\li-s. I'ost 
lias received a letter from her brother, 
wliicli slates that a meeting of the sev- 
eral descendants was held at I'liea 
recently. Tliirty-one iiersons have i)roved 
beirsliip and there are si.K wlioso claims 
are doubtful. The m ajority of t he lieirfi 
are residents (jf the State ol New ^'ork. 
t)ne of tlieni, .Mr. Kivenburg, has sjient 
over $1,000 in investigating the matter. 
He dispatehed an attorney to Holland to 
look after hia interests. The attorney 
brought hack with him a copy of the 
will. 

Mr. Rivenburg states that there is 
every reason to believe that the several 
heirs will receive their shares of the 
estate. He has been offered $10,000 for' 
his claim ; which ofTer, however, he has 
refused. 

Mrs. I'ost says that she fully believ s 
all the heirs will receive their .share, but 
tlieii, it isn't aiiv good putting too much 
faith in those things. " If," she states, 
" it conies to aiiytbiiig gooil, ami if it 
doesn't — well, it will not matter, any- 
way. I am now sim[)ly wailing [or niorc 
news about it; in tlie lueantimo I am 
not building any castles in the air. My 
husband's father was at one time told 
he was an heir to an estate valued ; t 
millions, but nothing ever came of it. 
We never know, tl.ough.'' 

It is understood that the family of .Mr. 
W. W. Xortlieolt are also interested. 
They have communicated with the other 
heirs resi)eeling tlie matter.

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.1 GOOD ni'hjyjxn. 

We are gl.id to see tliat the Coniu-il of 
the liritish Coliiiiibia Boiud of Truile are 
directiiii; their attention to the Yukon 
country. That Northern land is a re- 
gion of great possibilities. It has vast 
iiiineral resources and its agricultural 
tapabiliiies are not to bo despised. It 
is bound to be the home of an industri- 
ous and ii iirojipiM'ous poijuhition. A very 
considerable uuiuber of enterprising 
men have gone to that country in 
search of gold. They are certain 
to be followed by thousands 
of others. For a lonp; time 
the inhabitants of the valley of Uie 
Yulion and of the valleys of its tribu- 
taries will have to deiicnil upon the out- 
Bide world for nearly everything; that 
thoy need. And it must be reuienibered 
that they will be in a position to pay 
well and promptly for whatever they 
get. Who is to su|)[)ly this new and 
glowing coniinunity with the necessaries 
and the luxuries of life? The trade is 
now chieily in tlie hands of tlie Ameri- 
cana. Are they to continue to mono- 
polize it? The countrj', it is 
true, appears to be dillicult of 
access, but it is said by those 
who know it that a route to the valley of 
gold can bo opened throui;h I5ritish ter- 
ritory at a comparatively small expense. 
Is not the trade of that valley, present 
and prosi)ective, worth making an etl'ort 
to secure? We believe it is. The Pro- 
vincial Government would do no more 
tiian might be reasonably expected of it 
if it took measures to find out which of 
the routes spoken of is the best one, and 
after that point has been decided upon 
if it gave such aid as may be required to 
open that route. 

The Couni'il says, in their re- 
port of the 0th of the present 
month: "It appears to us that a 
short route at the head of Lynn Canal, 
at Skagnawa Bay, which is accessible by 
sea-going vessels, then following the 
■White Pass to the navi;;able waters of 
the Yukon, is a feasible one. The dis- 
tance over this route is said to be over 
thirty nules." The Council at their last 
meeting, taking it for granted that the 
route by Lynn Canal is the one that will 
be selected, ask the Government for 
a 'Subsidy of ^2,500 a year for 
live years in aid of a steamship line 
which will run between I'.ritish 
Columbia i>orts by Lynn Canal to the 
southern te. minus of the proposed 
route to the gold-flelds of the Yukon. 
The trade of this short route will bo 
sure to srow and ',he Province will in a 
very short time be reimbursed fcjr any 
expense that it may incur in fostering 
that trade. It seems to us that this is 
an entei-prise which it would pay the 
llominion to assist lilicrully, for it would 
in the shape of greatly increased CUE- 
toras duties receive a considerable and 
an immediate return for its outlay. 
We trust tiiat the governments, both of 
the Dominion and the Province, will do 
what lies in their ])ower to ojien up the 
Yukon re^'ion to British trade and to 
foster that traile when it is once estab- 
lished. The prospect is at this moment 
that it will not need a great deal of 
assistance and that it will in a very 
Bliort time be self-sustaining. 

CULPABLY lONOKANT. 

At a dinner L'ivfii by the Toronto 
Young iMeii's l.ilicral Club a little more 
than a week :ii:o, Mr. h. 11. Davics nia<le 
rtS|ieech. It was a telling and a viuor- 
ous si)eech,as t hat gentleman's sjjceches 
usually are. But in the course of his 
reuiariis Mr. Daviea did himself a very 
grave injustice. He is know n to be a 
very intelligent man, and a man who 
has always his wil.s about him. His de- 
sire for political knowledge may with 
perfect truth be said to be insatiable, 
and he is well known to neglect 
no opportunity of adding to his store of 
political information, particularly when 
there is any chance of that information 
being put to any practical use. Yet 
this wide-awake politician, thi.s iiulefat- 
igable seekerafter knowledge, this public 
man who bus been for many years in 
the thick of the iiolitioal light, would 
have the young LiboralB of'Toronto be- 
lieve that as regards the Manitoba 
school question ho is as great a dolt and 
nnmskuU as ever an unfortunate con- 
stituency sent to Parliament to repre- 
sent them. See what he says of him- 
self, we (luote from the Toronto Cilobe's 
report of his speich. Discussing the 
Manitoba school (luestion, he .said: 

" The courts aay that the Parliament 
which took those rights away has the 
power to give them back. Tho Privy 
Council says that tho rights having 
okce been given cannot lie withdrawn. 
The question is, certain wrongs exist* 



Who is to remedy them? I come from 
two thousand miles away. I do not 
know the people. I do not know to 
what extent the people want separate 
schools. I do not know definitely what 
they want; and yet you come to me and 
a>k ine to pass a law when 1 absolutely 
know nothing about the people." 

This was a very singular confession for 
an able and an active-minded public 
man to make with respect to a question 
which has been discussed in Parliament, 
in the press, on the platform, and in the 
courts of law, hotly and continuously for 
three or four 5'ears! i\Ir. Davies could 
not have 1 ealizei.1 what this confession, 
or rather profession of dense and iiiex- 
cusable Ignorance, implies, or he would 
have bitten his tongue through 
rather than make it. Mr. Davies has a 
cood opinion of himself, and he has 
many and valid reasons for estimating 
himself hitihly, hut if his hearers and 
tho 1)001)10 of the Dominion were to take 
him at his word they would set him 
down us the very opposite of what he 
knows himself to be. Mr. Davies is not 
thick-headed or dull-witted ; he is not 
the auin to be satisfied to live in ignor- 
ance of the true inwardness of aijuostion 
of great jjublic iu)po.rtance. lie makes 
a very great mistake in saci-ilicing his 
reputation for public-spirit and intelli- 
gence at the shrine of Grit expediency. 



.1 no UN DA BOUT WAY. 

It is to be ho))eil that satishu'tory mail 
service will s..on he established with 
Alaska and the Northern parts of this 
Province. The present arrangements 
are most inconvenient, and are no doubt 
a cause of loss to those who, in this city 
and other ];arts of tlie Province, do busi- 
ness with tho Northern settlements. It 
does seem singular that a steamshij) 
from the North with mail matter on 
board for Victoria should leave this port 
for PortToWnsend without delivering it. 
1 1 would be bad enough if the steamer 
passed this city on her way to Port 
Townsend without delivering her mails, 
l)Ut to call here and remain here for 
some little time without landing the 
liritish Coliinibia mail seems to be oneof 
the most elaborate ways of how not to do 
it that th^ mind of a Barnacle has ever 
conceived. It is to be hoped that in 
future British Columbia m.ny be able to 
get its mail matter from Alaska, Cassiar 
ami other Northern points without such 
circumnavigation and such unnecessary 
loss of time. We are glad to see that 
the Council of the Board of Trade have 
given their attention to this matter, for 
i t is one peculiarly within their province. 



SENATORIAL GOOD FALTII. 

The United -States Senate committee 
on foreign relations, we are told, have 
decided to report favorably on Senator 

I'etligrew's bill for the amendnjent of 
the law regulating " the seal lisheries." 
"The nuun feature of the J'etligrew bill 
is a provision for permitting the Presi- 
dent to have all the seals, males and 
females, on the PribyiolT Islands killed 
in case other governments interested 
will not agree to a modus vivondi for the 
Ijetter protection of the seals while the 
matter of permanent protection is under 
consideration by an ''iternalional com- 
inissioii, for which the bill makes jier- 
nianent provision." 

The United States Senate ha.s become 
a very peculiar body if it ordains the 
complete extirpation of the fu» seals 
•shortly after an elaborate agreement has 
been made with tireat iiritaiu tor the 
jireservation of seal life. If after the 
decision of the Dehring .'^ea ari)iti'ators 
had been promulgated, the Presidcmt 
had said, " We will try this plan of jire- 
serving the seals, but if it does not prove 
as we consider effective we will kill 
every seal that lands on United States 
territory," what would bo thought of 
him by sane men and by honest citi- 
/:eiis? 

The .'■Senators who compose the com- 
mittee on foreign relations iii\i8l have 
very peculiar notions with respect to 
covenant-keeping and good faith when 
they would entertain Stiuator I'elti- 
grew's jirojjosal for a single moment. It 
might Ijc sujiposed that men of common 
Hcn-i! and coinuKjn hor.esty would set 
down Pettigrew as either a shameless 
rogue or a hopeless crank, and send him 
off with a (lea in his ear. But Senators 
nowadays have peculiar notions and 
there is no knowing how they may 
act under any circumstances. Some 
of tliem, too, are as credulous as 
so many siwashes. Who would sup- 
pose that men of experience and intelli- 
gence would listen patiently and serious- 
ly to the "export" who told them ex- 
actly how many seals there are in 
Behring sea at a given time. He might 
as well tell them that he has the skill to 
count the number of herrings there is in 
a shoal and give the actual tale of tho 
wild ducks that frequent the coast and 
harbors of the Northern Pacific. Sealei a 
who have been in the Bchritig Sea every 
yeai for the last ten or twelve 
years or so do not appear 
to be at all sure that there 
are fewer seals in that sea now than 
there were say ten years ago. Some 
expoiienced men say that tho seals have 
diminished somewhat, but they will no. 
venture to say to what extent, and 
others declare that they can perceive no 
dillerence in their numbers. All of 
them are ready to say that tho man who 
declares that a few years years ago there 
wore HO many niillions of seals in Beh- 
ring's Sea and that now there are only 
so many thousands, must bo a humbug. 



It ia not possible, they saj, that he 
could have obtained'the knowledge that 
he claims to possesfl. Yet the grave and 
reverend seigneurs of the United States 
Senate swallow greedily every assertion 
he makes.

Leaving the latter 
bi'hinil tbe cutter continued her voyage 
to l''rieiidly Cove, .N'oolka, arriving at I 
]). 111. There tbe schooners Saucy has 
and Aiiioka were met waiting fo 
their crews, On Sunday morning the 
Corwin passed inside Nootka and all 
tliri)ugh Xewcliatlitz sound, the schoon- 
ers Fav(jrite, Kate and Venture being 
spoken en route. The next iijorningat 
daylight the steamer proceeded along to 
the westwanl inside tlie rocks to Moody 
point. A surf boat with eight men were 
sent ashore, and for miles searched tbe 
beach but found no sign of wreckage. 
The vessel then steamed around Cape 
Cook to (}u"tsino and anchored in AV in- 
ter harbor at ..ISO p.m., and it was then 
the news of the Wanderer was received.

action of Macdonald of Huron, who the 
otlier day spoke foi- neaily live hours in 
the house. lie ranged over 
every inuxginary topic and Mr.

If, as 
many authorities contend, parliament 
expires on tbe 25th April and the esti- 
mates have not been passed by that 
time an immediate dissolution will be 
necessary and parliament bo under the 
necessity of meeting again in .Tune in 
ortler to pass the supply bill for the fis- 
cal year commencing the 1st of July. 
Supposing the approi)riatioiis for next 
fiscal year were passed this session, as 
previously explained, the goveriimcut 
would be under no obligation to issue 
the writs for the general election right 
away. Iiuloud, it is jiiat likely that tbe 
opposition nugiit be kept upon the 
tenterhooks of expectancy until the 
autumn, and this the Liberals intend if 
possible to avoid. 

Many Conservative members chafe 
under the present condition of affairs.

My 
own impression is that the government 
will wait a week or so, just to see how 
matters shape, and then, if the refer- 
ence to tlie Supreme court lor an opin- 
ion as to tbe expiration of the life of this 
parliament be made and a i)rom])t an- 
swer given that it terminates on the 24th 
or 25th of April, the government will re- 
sort to radical measures. The jjolitical 
situation is certainly a most interesting 
one, and the developments of tbe next 
two or three weeks are being anxiously 
-awaited. 

THE KKMKDI.U, HILL. 

This week the proceedings of the house 
have been rendered memorable l)y the 
introduction of the Remedial bill, to 
■consider which measure parliament has 
been especially summoned. I have from 
time to time assured yonr readers of my 
belief that tbe bill will |iass, and the 
more one converses with membera of 
parliament and endeavors to gauge the 
leeling amongst them now that the bill ia 
down, tbe more he is conlirmod in the 
COBviotioh that tiie bill is bound to be- 
come law. The op])osilion ])retend to 
put on a bold front f>nd say that they 
will adhere to Mr. Laurier's policy of 
asking for a commission, but very few 
Conservatives will support this proposal 
and it will bo defeated on iilmost a strict 
party vote. When this particular matter 
has been settled, then wliat? The oppo- 
sition must fairly face the issue, wiiich 
will bo the second reading of the bill, 
and there will be nothing for the (Quebec 
Liberals to do, if they wish to escape 
political uiinihilation at tlu; general eiec;- 
tions, but to vote for the measuri'. 1 
iciujw that some members of tbe govern- 
ment are endeavoring to coax those of 
their followers from Ontario who are 
opposed to the bill to withhold their 
voles against it until the third reading, 
ffi>.tUat the bill niay run the gauntlet of 
committee of tbe whole and emerge 
therefrom somewhat in the shajie that 
it will become law. Parliamentaiy 
usage, both in England and in this coun- 
try, has

of any' particular measuie as the point 
at which the great flaht comes, and a 
decision for or against taken thoreuoon. 
The homo rule bill of 18H0 is a notable 
instance of the action of the mother of 
parliaments. Supposing the remedial 
bill passes the second reading,^ there 
will of course be a streiuious fight in 
committee. The opposition will contest 
the ] 12 clauses at every step and it will 
bo a somewhat diflicult matter to get 
these through at very early dale. The 
details of the bill are somewhat technic- 
al and the duty of explaining them will 
devolve upon tbo Minister of Justice. 
Mr. Dickey, by the way, ia daily grow- 
ing in strengtli in the house. He is a 
aolendid speaker and a reiidv debater, 
anfl pronniHoB' to become one of the fore- 
most men in the Liberal-Conservative 
party. A prominent Liberal told me 
the other day that in his judgment Mr. 
Dickey showed greater promise than 
any other of the younger men on the 
Conservative side.

It was launched under favorable aus- 
pices in February, 1876, Lord DufTerin 
being the first patron and Major-Geueral 
Smyth the first president of the associa- 
tion. The object for vvliich it was formed 
was the development of gunnery skill 
and the dissemination of artillery knowl- 
edge throughout the noniiniou. To the 
acconiplishineiit of this end the asso- 
ciation has steadily persevered and with 
such a measure of suci;ess as fivii ly en- 
titles it to a place among the recognized 
institutions established in connection 
with the militia. Three teams have 
been sent to England within the past 
fifteen years to compete with the mem- 
bers of tbe British Artillery Association 
at Shoeburyneas, vh., in 1881, 1883 and 
1886, A Canadian team is not 
sent over annually owin^ to lack of 
funds. A team. of Enchsh volunteer 
artillery came to Canada in 1884 and 
competed at gun practice and shifting 
ordnance with the membei'S of the Can- 
adian Association. Several prizes were 
then offered for competition, among 
others a cup designated

was donated by Her Majesty Specially 
for this meeting, and it was won and 
taken back to England by the visiting 
team. Year by year the association has 
grown in strength, and the council are 
in good hopes that before very long it 
may be possible either to secure a team 
to be sent to England or a visit to Can- 
ada to be paid by English artillerymen. 
The association has great hopes for even 
better work now that the iiresident is a 
resident of the Capital. 

Senator T. K. jMcIunos iliscovercd 
the other day that he had woke up the 
wrong passenger when ho tackled Sir 
Mackenzie Uowell on the subject of 
the appointment of Col. I'rior 
to a seat in the cabinet. iMr. Mc- 
Innea thundered — and he can thunder — 
againat the government becadse the 
electors of Victoria bad been bribed to 
elect their representative by the offer of 
a seat in tbe cabinet. It was not a diffi- 
cult matter for the Premier to overturn 
the burly Senator who had thus started 
out under false premises. The vanancy 
was created by the acceptance of the 
ofler at the same time of an ofTice and 
a seat in the cabinet by Col. Prior. 
Where then was the justification for 
Senator Mclnnes' statement that the 
cabinet ])ositioii was oU'ereil because the 
govornmont were scared that Col. Prior 
might not be re-elected? As the honors 
put on your rej)resentative were sinud- 
taiieou!^, the allegation that tbe elec- 
tors were bribed in this way there- 
fore falls to the grjund. The worthy 
senators chuckled greatly at the manner 
ill which tbe Premier tackled Mr. JIc- 
Innes, and without doubt we have heard 
the last of this question from hiui.

ToTUE Enrrou : — In searching amongst 
tlie archives in the record office, Lon- 
don, for the original correspontlence and 
negotiations respecting the Anglo-Rus- 
sian treaty of 1825, I came across tho 
following regal document, wliichi doubt 
not will be interesting to your readers, 
as tlio Ahiska boundary question is now 
before the public.

London, .liuiuary 21, ISilG. 

THE KING TO I'llK K.MI'UllOlt OF KUSSI.\. 

Sir, My Hhotiiicu: — In pursuance of 
your Imperial Majesty's invitation to 
nominate a plenipotentiary to assist on 
my part in the conferences which yonr 
Imperial Majesty is desirous of holding 
at St. Petersburgh for the purpose of 
considering a plan of pacification be- 
tween the Ottoman Porte and the Greek 
provinces, wiiich are in arms 'against its 
authority, I had selected for tliat 
special commission the Right Honorable 
Stratford Canning, a member of the 
Privy Council, late iny envoy extra 
ordinary and minister plenipotentary to 
the United States of America, when cir- 
cumstances which have no doubt been 
alreaily stated to your Iniiiorial Majesty 
bv j'our Iniiioria! Afajesty's ambassador 
at niy court, and which will be more 
fully explained to yourlmperial Majesty 
by 5lr. Stratford Canning himself — ob- 
liged nie to hesitate in taking 
a part in those deliberations. 
Being, however, e(iually animate 
with a sincere desiro to come to a com- 
plete understanding with your Imperial 
Majesty on the important subjects' to 
wliich these confereiieea were to have 
related, I have Still determined to direct 
Mr. Stratford Canning to proceed to 
your court for tho imrpose of explaining 
to Your Imperial Majesty, with perfect 
frankness, my Kontinients thereupon. 
He is also authorized to conclude certain 
other negotiui-ioiis which have been some 
time pending with Your Majesty's gov- 
ernment, relating to the navigation of 
the Pacific and to the lionndarieH of our 
possessions on the northwest coast of 
America; and the experience 1 liavo had 
of his talents and zeal for my service 
assure nie that he will render himself 
agreeable to Your Imperial Majesty. 
I request that Your Imperial .Alajesty 
will give entire credence to all ho shall 
say to you on my part; more especially 
when he shall reiterate to Your Imperial 
Majesty the assurances of my earnest 
desire to cement, more and more, the 
union and good understanding which 
have so long and so happily subsisted 
between our two crowns.

City Council Sjiend lui Evening: De- 
ciding What Changes to 
Ask For. 



Increase in School Rates From Two 
to Four Mills in the 
Dollar. 



The conBideration of amendments to 
the njunioipal act proposed by the legis- 
lative comil)il'''^° ^^''^^ taken np in com- 
mittee of the whole ai [he meeting of the 

city council last night. 

Tlio lirst of the proposed anioiulnients 
was tliat tlio city bo }?ivcn power to 
inat:e the tjencral ast-easnieiit rate 2 pei' 
cent, instead of 1,'..> per cent, as ut pre- 
sent, and tliat tlie special rate for schools 
and health purposes be done awny with. 

Ai-D, Wn-i,!A,.Mfj objected to raisiaj^tlie 
rate of taxation. 

Ald. llu.Mi'iiiim" said that the assess- 
ment would be lower this year. 

Ald. Williams remarked that it was 
wittiin the range of possibility that the 
assessed value of real estate thuu','li 
lowered this year would uitain be in- 
creased in another year or two, and ut 
this time to increase the rate from 1)^ 
to 2 per cent, would mean increased 
taxation . 

Ald. Camicuon took a similar view to 
Aid. Humphrey. 

The Mayor thought it a mistake to 
do away with the special rates for healili 
and schools. 

Ald. lluMi'iruicY said lie believed that 
one general rate was l)est. 

Ald. Mai'lCiiant aj;reed with the >[ayor 
as the school rate was sjient not by the 
Council l)ut by the School Board. 

Aid. MAt'MiLL.v.v moved to leave the 
general rate at Ij.j ])er cent, as at pres- 
ent, and ask the government to j^ive 
the municipality power to levy a total 
special rate for scliool purposes not ex- 
ceeding the amount asked for by the 
school trustees. 

The next recommendation was that 
improvements be estiniatetl for the pur- 
poses of assessment ut their full value, 
tlie rate of taxation on improvements 
not to exceed one-half of that on land. 

This was carried. 

The committee recommended that the 
board of police commissioners be in- 
creased by two additional members to be 
elected by the council, three commis- 
sioners to be a quorum. 

Ald. PAKmiDGK believed it was better 
to keep the police independent of the 
council. 

ALU. Macmu.i.an (lid not consider the 
system worked satislaclorily. lie be- 
lieved in all the commissioners being 
elected. 

Ald. Mauciiant also believed in an 
elective board of commissioners. 

Al-D. Williams preferred to leave the 
act as it stood. The proposed change 
simply created two new billets and the 
result would be that the new men would 
want salaries. 

Ald. Marchaxt believed it would be 
easy to get commissioners to serve with- 
out pay. 

Ills WousiHi' thou<;ht that if tlie com- 
missioner system were retained three 
was a sullicient number. lie would su;;- 
gest, however, that the governnnrnt he 
asked to have the third commissioner 
appointed here. That would do away 
with the anomaly of having only two 
members on the present board. 

The committee's recommendation was 
voted down and tliereupon Aid. Mar- 
chant moved that all three commission- 
ers be elected instead of appointed. 

This was carried Aid. Williams, Tiarks, 
Partridge and Wilson dissenting. 

A re;'ommondation was adopted to 
have the cliii-k of eui:li niunicipality put 
in tlic voters' list tlu! i| nalilii'ation", and 
if (le",ided l)y the council, the ab(jde and 
ecu )iiti<iii of each voter. 

.■\m). Camicuon explaiiicil that this was 
for llie i)Urpos(! of ideiitilyiiig the voter 

lieeoiuniciidutioiiH of the conuiiittei 
were adopted giving tlie council power ti 
make by-laws for seizing and destroyiuj 
unwholesome moat, jionltry or natural 
products, also for niiik inspection and 
for preventing or regulating the keeping 
of cows and other animals. 

It was also decided to usk that section 
S7of the municipal act bo amended to 
allow licensees^ to pay their fees on 
December 1 in' the same way as house 
holders. 

A recommendation ihat the hours of 
polling at municipal elections be from 
a.m. to 8 p.m. in lieu of from 8 a.m. to 4 
p.m. was lost. 

It was al!:o resolved to ask that sec- 
tion 10 of the nuinicipal act 1SII5. whit-l 
repealed the jjower of the council to 
annually revise the voters' list be struck 
out. 

The committee rose and reported and 
the report was adopted. 
The council then adjourned.

Trade With the Yukon and Other Im- 
portant Questions Biscussed. 

The council of the hoard of trade met 

yesterday morning at 10 o'clock. Prcs- 
sent: D. K. Ker, president ; and Messry. 
Fjeiser, Davies, Chapman, Pearson, 
Leiser, Ellis, Teinjilenian and Scaite. 

A letter was read from F. W. Ifeu- 
bach, secretary, Winnipeg, urying the 
sending of delegates from Victoria to a 
convention on immigration to bo held 
in Winnipeg on the L^7th and 28th of 
the presiMit month. 

Messrs. Scaife and Tenijjleman 
thought the board should be represent- 
ed, and the former suggested that the 
travelling correspondent of the Province, 
who would be there at the time of the 
meeting, should be appointed the 
board's representative. If a vote of ^25 
towards his expenses were made lie 
would act as such at the meeting. 

After considerable discussion in which 
it was pointed out by the president and 
secretary that the "hoard was without 
jn-esent ' funtls. a motion was inissed 
aiithorizicg the president to interview 
tliQ governuient in the matter of sending 
a delegate to reiiresent the province; 
and another authorizing the president to 
incur the ?25 expenditure in appointing 
Mr. Viiim to represent the board. 

Ti.e following report of the commit- 
tee on trade with the Yukon was then 
read : 

To the Pretidenl and Coiinoil of the British 
Columbia Board of Trade. 

Obmtumek, — Your special committoe beg 
to report an interview with the Provincial 
Government in reference to a shorter trade 
route into the Yukon country. Printed 
copies of our report, with map, were )iro- 
seiited, niul our recoiiiineiulatioiia to open 
up a trail over the Wliitu pas.-i and to oper- 
ate steamers on Lebaru'c lal;e and the V u- 
koii river were fully discussed. 

It hciiig poiiited out tlia.1 the pass is in 
dispnti-d territory the assistance rcconi- 
nieiided ill opening up iv Irnil was not 
pressed; we did, however, urge that steam- 
ers be placed on the river and hike nieii- 
tioiied this season, and we are pleased to 
stale that the governnientappears disiiosed 
toward aiding the recomniLndation, and to 
this end we were reipiested to I'ariiish the 
following information: We liiid thai navi- 
{.'atioii on the river, in favorable seasons, is 
possible between JIny 5 and October !.'>; 
and on the lake between June 1 and Octo- 
ber 

It is exnectod the steamers couhl make 
the rounc. trips between Lebargc lake, near 
U'liile pass, mid forty Mile creek, in Hi or 
IS days, and that Ihe tinie will he leduecd 
when arrangements are made for tlie sup- 
ply of fuel ; conseniieiitly uuder favorable 
conditions it miglit he possible to make 
nine rouad trips in one season. 

The steamers ))laeed on the route arc esti- 
mated to cost .'i;i!.'i,oi"j. 

We are of the opinion tliat a company 
could he fornieil to build and oj)eiale the 
steamers, provided the i)rovinciiil govern- 
ment would aid the enterprise by granting 
a bonus of say $2,600, payable annually for 
live years, provided the stipulations at- 
tached thereto are not too stringent. 

\Vi' n commeiid that such a companv 
should liave the privilege of running on 
the TaUu route, wlienever it may appear to 
their advantage to do bo.

Dr. Milne pointed out the important 
tratie that was slipping away from Vic- 
toria by lack of commanication with the 
Canadian Yukon, and how readily it 
could be secured by British Columbia. 

Mr. Fdlis, while advocating govern- 
ment aid as suggested, thought that the 
Victoria merchants should put in i)ra('- 
tice tlie saying that "Tlie Lord helps 
those who help themselves." Merch- 
ants in other cities on the coast had 
takiMi the (pieHticui into their own hands 
and weri! doiiiL' the tradt! which ritrlilly 
belonged to this province, while the Vic- 
toria mercliant.-i wereawaiting tliegrand- 
iiiothcrly eujiport of the government. 
He then moved, seconded by Mr. Davies: 
'"That the i^rovincial government be 
respectfully urged to trrant a subsidy of 
•■f2,600 yearly for a term of five years to 
any company that will place a good and 
.suHieient steamer service for passengers 
and freight on the upper waters of the 
Yukon river and operate the same dur- 
ing the term of tin; subsidy as rei:oiii- 
iiieiided by report of committee." 

.V letter was read from the sfH'retarv of 
the St. .lolm. X.Ii. 1 loard of t raile, calling 
attention to llu; advantages of .St. John 
as a winter ]i(irt for transcontinental 
trafiic. 

Letters were received from lion. K. G. 
Prior, controller of inland revenue, in 
reference to tin,' li. C. ISuard of Tradi^'s 
re8olution.^ calliiiL' attention to the 
wasteful manner in which the United 
.States schooners are lialiing in (Jan- 
adian waters anil also to the necessity of 
the Dominion government putting a 
stop to smuggling. Hon. Mr. 
Prior stated tliat he and Mr. 
Thomas Earle, JI.P., had taken the 
matter up and hoped to have some ar- 
rangement effected ivliereby the Quadra 
will he employed in putting a stop to 
the unlawful operations complained of. 
A letter from Hon. .loliii (Jostigaii, 
minister of marine and fisheries, was 
enclosed stating that he would have the 
matter iiKpiireil into with a view ot 
seeing what could be done, 

Mr. Leise-- referred to the 

a'lomalous state of aflaira in the mutter 
of mail service with Caasiar.and Alaska. 
Mail lor Victoiia meieliants was carried 
to Port Townseiid, although the Alaska 
steamers called here lirst, and had to be 
sent there for the return trip although 
the steamers made this a last port of 
call on the way north. It was a serious 
inconvenience and loss lo the 
business men of Victoria. He 
moved that the attention of the Post- 
inaster-Generiil and others interested be 
called to the question, wUli the request 
that arrangements he made whereby tlie 
mails -would hi; delivered iiroinptly. 
'i'liis was piissed tnuuiiinously. 

After some matters of minor import- 
ance had been passed upon the council 
adjourned.

Fragments scittered far and wide 
along the West Coast in the vicinity of 
Cape Scott, tell of the wreck of the little 
Victoria sealing schooner Wanderer, 
which in command of Capt. H. Parson's 
lelt here on a spring cruise on the 21st 
of last month, intending to call at 
Nootka for her Indians before starting 
operations. Her c.ew, live men in all, 
are fortunately safe, but their 
escape from danger, their trying 
experiences from the day the Wanderer 
was pounded to pieces on the rocks un- 
til the time of their fortunate rescue by 
the U.S. revenue cutter Corwin are 
matters of a most interesting nature. 
Captain Parsons' oflicial statement to 
the Collector of Customs of the lo.ss of 
his well known little craft conveys a 
brief, but very comprehensive, account 
of the disaster; it is as follows: " 1 beg 
to rejjort to you the total loss of the 
schooner Wanderer, of this port — oHicial 
uiimber ti^l,13y, The vessel was 
cleared from the customs hero on 
the 17th of January and sailed on the 
•jlst of that month for Nootka with a 
crew of live men as follows: Master, 
Harry Parsons; mato, AVm. keefe ; cook, 
Julius ^^Ivers, and Seamen Frank Kapper 
and Frank Wifka. On leaving here she 
met heit-'i winds in the Straits and 
anchored in Beccliy bay on the night of 
the 2l8t in company wilii the schooner 
Saucy Lass. The following morning we 
made gail ami after proceeding some dis- 
tance down the Straits met wind ahead 
and returned to anchorage in Sooke har- 
bor with the schooner Jlay liclle. 
Leaving anchorage on the niorniiig ol 
the 2,'!i'd, we went down the straits with 
a northeast wind, and meeting an east- 
erlv gale otf Barclay Sound hove to 
under short canvas. " During the night 
we carried away the foregafi". We made 
sail next morning and stood for He.siiiioit 
Point, speaking the schooner Saucy Lass. 
The weather being very thick we had to 
stand out to sea. At 11 p.m. the wind 
iiicreaseil to a gale from the southeast. 
The rudder head carried away and tiie 
storm trv sail blo.v tn pieces. Still lay 
liig to we drifted until Tuesday the 2Stli, 
when we sighted Scott islands. The 
wind veered to the westward that night 
and until daylight of the following 
morning, when it shifted to the south- 
east and increased to a gale. 1 tried to 
make Quatsino, but was unable to do so, 
the rudder head and gaff being gone 
I then headed for St. Joseph's 
Bay and ctinie to an anchor at 3 :30 p.m. 
on "Wednesday, the 20tli, the gale con- 
tinuing from "the southeast, with a heavy 
sea running. At 7:30 i).m., both 
anchors being down, the chains parted 
and the wind then drove her on the 
rocks, carrying her stern away. We 
were obliged to take to a boat to make a 
landing, and in so doing the boat cap- 
sized, and all hands were washed 
ashore. In taking to the boat 
we saved nothing except what 
we had on at the time, the ship's 
chronometer and a part of her iiajiera. 
In an hour fmil a half the vessel was 
complelfclv broken up. 

" We gathered up a little flour and can- 
ned meats that were washed ashore that 
night and on the following day, the .SOth, 
we secured a piece of tho jib and made 
shelter for ourselves on the beach. -Vt 
3 a.m. on the morning of tho Hist, the 
sea washed our camp, what little provi- 
sions we had secured, the bo:it 
and ourselves into the sea. We re- 
gained the shore, but were now wilhotit 
shoes and outer clothing. The boat he- 
iiig driven \>Ai:k in the surf, we succeeded 
i a getting hold of hbr ami makini; .her 
fast in the bush. We gathered a few 
[liei es of coal, some tinned meats and 
Hour that had been washed upon the 
beacli, and the cook havingsome matches

in his shirt bosom we made a fire, 
cooking some pan cakes on a 
shovel, which also came ashore 
and was the only utensil we had 
We manied there in all eight days, 
unil the morning of the 7th of this 
month when the weather moderating 
somewhat and being without provisions 
we concluded to go to Quatsino, distant 
some 25 miles. We left at 8.30 a.m. In 
launching the boat it filled with water 
and the sea being still very high, one of 
the crew, F. Wilks, refused to go 
with us, and so we left him at 
the camp. Weartived at (iuatsino al 
the '.Uh instant. I engaged a crew of In- 
dians and one white man to proceed to 
St. .losepli's bay to rescue seaman F. 
\Vilk.s. On acciiuiit of tho weather be- 
ing so bad they could not leave tjnatsiiio 
until tho Kith, and the same evening 
the U.S. cutter Corwin, with Captain 
Christensen as nilot aboard, arrived 
there. I reported the disaster to the 
commander of the cutter, who kindly took 
us on board, showing UB every attention. 
The weather being unfavorable, he left 
at G :30 the next morning and arrived at 
St. Joseph's bay at noon. Manning his 
surf boat with a crew under command 
of the first lieutenant, I accompanying 
him, we succeeded in landing and res- 
cued our missing sailor. The cutter 
sailed about 1 p. m. tho panic day, 
steaming around Scott Islands and an- 
choring the same night under Cajie 
Scott. At(i:30 the following morning 
we weiiihod anchor and steaming out 
around Cape Scott— it blowing a heavy 
irale from the southeast— the commander 
deemed it advisable to return by the in- 
side passage, arriving at Victoria this 
morning, the 21st inst., at-l.l!0. 

"Whilst at tiuatsino we were cared for 
by the storekeeper, Mr. Ned Frigon, who 
did all in his power to make us comfort- 
able." 

" I fancy the sand and salt water is 
still blowing in my face," said Sijaman 
Rapper last evening. In speaking of his 
ex jiei iences, he said that the Wandeier 
struck stern on, and that the shock was 
so great that the rudder was driven 
almost through the vessel. It was then 
that the crew abandoned the craft. 
When the small boat in which they 
were capsized, one huge wave bore them 
far up on the beach among logsand brush- 
wood. It was dark at night, and under 
tho bewildering circumstances the crew 
made the best of the situation. Next 
day a better jilace on the beach was 
seleided and the second night was passed 
in ('omiiarat ive comfort. Thinking to 
find a still more se.cluded snot 
on the beach, however, another 
shift was made next day. 
That night, however, an awful ordeal 
was experienced. All had slumbered 
'or some ime when the incoming tide 
came to disturb and rob thoni of all they 
possessed, ilad it not been for the im- 
mense trees surrounding them all hands 
would uudoubtedly have been lost. 
After a row of over 20 miles a house 
fully ten miles up the sound tvas sight- 
ed and was hailed with great rejoicing. 
It also had a warm reception for the ex- 
iiansted ones. 

Tho crew express the warmest ap- 
preciation of Captain Hunger's kind- 
ness. Several of them are now homeless, 
with very little clothing and are seeking 
assistani'o. 1
